- WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—The Pacific 


— 
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Mail Steamship Co, has outgeneraled the 
Frenchmen who controlled the Panama 
Railway. Ever since the failure of the great 
swindling canal scheme the shrewa opera- 
tors who comprise the Pacific Mall Steamship 
Co. have viewed with apprehension the pros- 
pect of the future of the Pahama road, The 
stock cf the road had passed from American 
control at very exorbitant prices into the 


hands of the canal ring. The franchise of the

* 
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railway gave it exclusively the right 
of transportation across the isthmus and the 
canal people were powerless witfiout the 
possession of the property. The faflure of 
the canal company left the rallroa stock al- 
most the only valuable asset. The shares, 
num bering 68,534, out of a total g , ge- 
cured by the canal people, passed into the 
hands of the receiver, appointedin France. 
A Paris dispatch gave out the terms of the 
holding of tie 68,534 shares exactly asthe re- 
ceiver of the canal company desires the pu“ 
lic to believe. 

All of the stock of the Panama Rallroad,’’ 
the recetver will say if he is pressed, is out 
of the control of this office, except the equity 
of redemption.’’ 

The actual fact is that only the 30,500 shares 
held by Mu. Cheramy are in hock as it were, 
for the benefit of the unpaid canal contract - 
ors. The 37,000 held by M. Hyronimous, and 
the 1,021 held by M. Roudet are still prac- 
tically unpledged, and are at the als posal of 
the cana! receiver. 

M. Hyronimous was formerly the treasurer 
ofthe canal company; M. Roudet was the 
late secretary. They are in the employ of 
the receiver and havethe Panama shares in 
their names, simply as a means of safety. 

The receiver is protecting the assets as 
long as possible, a protection which would 
be investigated and upset very quickly any-

OSKALOOSA, 10., Jan. 13.—The heavy snow 
storm has caused all railways to abandon 
freight trains, exceptthe Rock Island, and 
that bas two in the snow drifts impeding 
the passenger trains east of here.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Congress ‘onal Proce dings — Appoint- 
ments by the FPresident. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 13.—Mr. Sherman 
(Rep.) of Ohio, from the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, reported back to-day to the Senate 
a bill (introduced by him on Dec. 20), to ex- 
tend tothe North Pacific Ocean the provis- 
jons of the statutes for the protection of fur 


seals and other fur-bearing animals, and 
after a brief explanation the bill was passed. 

In explaining, Mr. Sherman said that in 
view of any fadgment which may be made 
by the tribunal of arbitration next summer 
in respect tothe fur seal fisheries, it would 
be necessary to authorize the President to 
extend the present law (which applied only 
to Behring Sea) to the North Pacific Ocean. 

The cGarrahan bill was taken up and 
after a speech against it by ‘ir.

Executed at Noon. 


The Quartet Swung Together From 
One Gallows. : 


TRAGIC SEQUEL TO A MOST REMARK- 
ABLE CRIME.

until the excution took place. Business 
during the morning was almost entirely sus- 
pended, but the streets were crowded with 
sleighs and other vehicles, filled with merry 
couples who did not seem to havea thought 
for the four miserable wretches confined in 
the damp basement cells ofthe jail, but 
nevertheless the shadow of the gallows 
seemed to hang over all and the 
galetx was of a forced character. 
Very few negroes could be seen in the 
streets. Not a single arrest was 
made by the men who walked the streets of 
the town all night, and not a single disturb- 
ance occurred. Thescene in the eity Court- 
house, however, was quite different from 
that onthe streets. The rooms in which the 
eight men were tried, condemned and sen- 
tenced were crowded with young and old 
men, armed with all kinds of weapons. They 
had been summoned to defend the jail should 
an attempt be made to lynch the four pris- 
oners, but no such attempt was made, and 
the posse contented itself with emptying 
sundry bottles and telling what it would do 
ifa mob should appear. 


At 1:30 o' clock this morning Samuel J. Hill 
and Walter S. Hin, the father and brother of 
Dr. J. H. Hill, the murdered man, were ad- 
mitted to the jail. The elder man expressed 
awish to talk alone with the condemned 
prisoners with a view of forcing a confession 
from them. The colored ministers and other 
visitors were requested to leave the cell- 
room, and the two gentlemen entered the 
room and were locked up with the prisoners 
and watch. All the prisoners were asleep 
excepting Brooks, who was praying fer- 
vently. The gentlemen walked directly to 
his cell. 


DECLARED THEIR INNOCENCE. 
Brooks, do you know me, asked the old 
gentleman. ‘‘I am Dr. Hin's father. Your 
time is growing short and soon you will meet 
my son before the bar of God. I want you 
to tell me the truth. Why did you kill 
aim?“ 

Brooks began his oft-repeated tale, pro- 
testing his innocence. He called on God to 
strike him dead if he was not telling the 
truth. He saidhe had nothing todo with 
the murder, and had only seen Dr, Hill for a 
few minutes on the fatal Saturday night. 

Then who did kill my boy?“ asked Mr. 

Hill, 
Brooks then commericed a rambling tale 
about ‘‘Bill’’ Darhl, whom he asserted was 
the man he thought had committed the 
crime. Darhl is a white man, a peach 
farmer, 

The Messrs, Hill went o the cells of Will. 
lams, Brown and Comegys, but with as 
equally unsatisfactory results. While the 
two gentlemen wereinthe jail, a number of 
the posse came tothe door of the jail and 
sought admission under the impression that 
the hanging was ta take place immediately. 

They wereturned away and then every- 
thing quieted down and all retired save 
eight deputies and reporters. Repeated 
efforts were made during the night to secure 
confessions from the negroes, but each man 
stuck to hig story and absolutely denied al 


~ 


four black men shot through the holes, The 
murderers of Dr. Hill had expiated their 
crime on the gallows. 

STORY OF THE REMARKABLE CRIME. 

The entire crime is altogether unique. 
Kent County is one of the best sections of the 
Eastern Shore of the State. It has an ex- 
cellent population of educated and well-to-do 
people, but it is eursed by a negro element 
that is unusually, lawless and turbulent, an 
element that drinks bad whisky and induiges 
in disorder and does what it can to foment 
race feeling. 

On Christmas Eve, 1891, a negro named 
Thomas Campbell was killed ina saloon at 
Millington in that county. Two white men 
were charged with the murder. It was 
shown that Campbell had been struck by a 
bottle, and that there had beenafight. A 
post-m rtem examination was held and the 
principal physician was Dr. James H. Hill. 
He signed a certificate that the neck was not 
broken, as held by CampbDeli’s friends, but 
thatdeath had resulted from heart disease. 
This certificate, which acquitted the white 
men, greatly incensed the negroes against 
Dr. Hill. Some of them vowed vengeance. 

Dr. Hul was the most popular man of the 
town. His record was excellent in every 
sense of the word. He was happily married; 
he had a paying practice; lus professional 
skillwas acknowledged, and he enjoyed the 
confidence of every one in the place. In all 
the evidence in the court and elsewhere 
there has been nothing to impeach in the 
slightest degree the character and popular- 
ity of the man. . 

On the evening of April 23 last a meeting 
was hela at the office of Justice Johnson, in 
Millington, forthe organization ofa Cleve- 
land Club, for the purpose of doing all in its 

ower to secure the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
and at Chicago. Dr. Hill, who lived onthe 
opposite side of the street, went over tothe 
meeting. He was unanimously chosen Presi- 
dent of the new association, and hemadea 
graceful speech accepting the honor. It was 
lu o’clock before the meeting adjourned. He 
then went back home and ordered his dog 
cart. Whenit was ready he bade his wife 
good-bye and started to make a professtonal 
visit to the sick child of James shaw, about 
five miles away. . 

Mrs. Hill waited anxiously for his return. 
She expected him wack by midnight, but 
midnight came and he Was notthere. Then 
1. 2and 8o0’clock passed, and when 4 o’clock 
arrived her anxiety was relieved by hearing 
the sound of wheelsinthe yard. Sue waited 
for him to put the horse in the stable and to 
come to the house, as he usually did. But 
when she kept on waiting and he did not ap- 
pear she began to groW uneasy, and she 
dressed herself and went Gown into the yard 
to see what was the matter. 

The sightthat met her gaze in the early 
morning light nearly upset her reason. The 
horse was standing at the gate and in the 
cart was the insensible body of Dr. Hill, 
bruised and bleeding, with the head wedged 
under the shaft. A groan escaped him as she 
approached and she was able only toscream 
and to arouse the neighbors, who came as 
soon as they could and carried the doctor into 
the house. He never 8 consciousness 
and that afternoon he died. 

The news of the murder spread like wild- 
fire, and the people left thefp.work to join in 
the pursuit of the murderers. It was quickly 
traced to a pariy of negroes Who had been in- 
dulging in oysters and W isky, and four were 
arrested. At once plans Were made to lynch 
them, but the officers, by. Means of a special 
train, smuggled them of to baltimore, out of 
reach of the vengeance ofthe mob. .

COAL FAMIRE 425 MONOPOLIES. 
Ooal famines are so frequent in the win- 
ter season that people get used to tales of 
suffering and one can bear, almost any- 


thing after getting used ta it. 


But the flaw in this philosophy fa that 


people can’t get used to freezing. Nature 


has ordained that a certain amount of 
heat is necessary to keep body and soul to- 


4 gether and has provided alarge quantity 


of fuel easily accessible for that purpose. 
But, notwithstanding this wise arrange- 
ment, people do suffer from the cold and 
many freeze to death within eh the 
coal shafts. 

The cause of this dislocation of nature’s 
machinery is easily to be geen. The 
famine in Cincinnati is the diregt result of 
the ‘‘combine’s’’ monopoly of the whole 
fuel supply. This monopoly has a good 
understanding with all others of mm like 
nature, and between them they succeed 
very well in cireumyenting the purposes 
ot God himself. The coal already mined 
is in their possession, held for such prices 
as their greed may dictate, while the 
mines are held either by themselves oF 
their friends, who prevent a eduetiaũi 
of price by ‘prohibiting an increase 
in supply. This is notably true of 
the anthracite district of Pennsylvania 
whose independent mining is practically 
impossible, owing to the monopoly of 95 
per cent of the coal fields by Mr. McLeod’s 
celebrated organization of millionaires on 
the look · out for unearned dividends. Not- 
withstanding the heavy demand for fuel a 
large portion of these flelds are shut up and 
aecess denied to all independent workers, 
who would.be only too glad to open an- 
thracite mines and operate them for mod- 
est profits. 

The situation needs only to be stated to 
be understood, but itis not so easy to ap- 
ply an adequate remedy. We have a Fed- 
eral statute designed to prevent just such 
monopolies, and several States have made 
attempts in the same direction. But not- 
withstanding these haye been held suffi- 
the purpose by the best 
legal authority they are practically 
a dead letter. No. attempt has 
been made by the Federal authorities 
toenforce the law and the States appear 
to be impotent. The people have got used 
to seeing the law defied and seem to have 
giten up iu despair if indeed they have 
not concluded to accept theif fate with 
Christian resignation. In face of such an 
evil, however, resignation is not a virtue 
but a cowardly surrender. The first duty 
of a law-abiding citizen is tosee that the 


law is entoreed.

THE AMERICAN END. 


The inquiry inte the Panama swindle is 
bringing to light plenty of information with 
regard to corruption in France, but the 
American end of the scandal is still veiled 
in impenetrable darkness, That there is an 
American end does not admit of doubt. 
Everyone knows that an American commit- 
tee was formed to promote and guard the 
interests of the enterprise in this country, 
and that the Hon. Richard W. Thompson 
relinquished the Secretaryship of the Navy 
to assume the chairmanship of this com- 
mittee. 

Dark hints as to the objects of this 
committee have been thrown out from 
time to time, but no actual proof of im- 
proper work hasever been madé pubffe. 
It is known now, however, beyond a 
doubt, that an enormous sum of money, 
amounting to $2,400,000, was sent by the 
Panama directors to the American com- 
mittee. The statement that this amount 
was expended in the United States was 
made at the beginning of the revelations 
concerning the huge swindle. Charles de 
Lesseps repeated the statement on the 
witness stand. When asked if the sum 
pleced at the disposal of the American 
committeemen was not excessive, he re- 
plied: 

Their assistance was valuable, and I 
would have arranged the expenditure of a 
still larger amount had it been necessary to 
accomplish this purpose. 

What was the purpose to be accomplished 
in this country which was sd important to 
the Panama swindlers that it was worth 
the outlay of millions of dollars, and yet 
which is so carefully veiled that not a 
word in explanation of it has been let 
slip? There is not even a pretense that a 
cent of it was expended on work on the 
canal. It was spent in the promotion and 
protection of the project. What legiti- 
mate means of promoting and protecting a 
business project would uire the ex- 
penditure of §2,400,0007

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Territory That the Indians Have 
Agreed to Sell Their Character and 
Batent—-Settlers Waiting for the Rati- 
fieation of the Agreement. 


If proper pressure is brought to bear upon 


Congress, itis more than likely that during 
the present session a vast body of land in the 
Indian Territory can be opened for settle- 
ment. The manner in which this land came 
into the market is peculiar and is not gen- 
erally understood. It originally was the 
property of the five civilized tribes who were 
brought to the territory from east of the 
Mississippi. The country given them was 
far larger than they could occupy. When 
the Government was in search of a reserva- 
tion for some of the wild tribes, whom it was 
thought unwise to lea ve in their own country, 
ft was proposed to rent a sufficient tract from 
the Indians of the Territory. 
THE LANDS TO BE OPENED. 
The proposition was readily agreed to and 


the lands were ceded to the Government. The 


however, made that they 


proviso was, 
phould be used only tor the residence of In- 


Gans, and that white men should 
de prohibited from settling on 
them. As time went on there were no 
longer any wild Indians to be placed upon 
them. Those who were originally given 
reservations died, were incorporated into 
the civilized tribes, or in some instances, 
notably in that of the Nez Perces, were re- 
turned to the country from which they 
came. 

The Indians then undertook to lease the 
lands to cattlemen. This was satisfactory 
for some time, but djssensions arose, and 
finally the cattle men were ordered out. Un- 
der the present regime the vast Cherokee 
Strip, Over 7,000,000 acres in extent, cannot 
graze a cow. The Indians had no use for 
these lands and agreed with a commission 
that they could be sold at an average price 
of $1.25 an acre to the Government. 

CONGRESSIONAL ACTION REQUIRED. 

These agreements ‘were subject to ratifica- 
tion dy Congress, but except in the case of 
ti Choctaw lands this ratification has been 
withbeld, although committees from both 
Houses have given favorable reports. The 
lands in questiog are the Oherokee 
strip, the  Pawne reservation, part 
of that of the Wic and Kickapoos, and 
part of that of the Kiotvas and Comanches. 
The entire acreage exceeds 10,000,000, and 
while the landis not as rich as that further 
to the East, it compares favorably with 
Southern Kansas. 

THE GOVERNMENT WILL PROFIT. 

While an appropriation will be necessary 
to secure these lands, it will be an appro- 
priation only in name, as the Government 
sells at $2.50 an acre, and the terms of pay- 
ment can be arraaged so that no money need

RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION MATERIAL TO BE AD- 
MITTED FREE.
